it was certainly aung by the French 
soldiers during the war tn which the 
Great Duke of Mariborough won bis 
fume. It was the tullaby of the baby 
son of Marie Antoinette. It became one 
of the most popular songs of the 
French revoiution.- Napoleon whistied 
and sang {ft throughout his Iife. Beetho- 
ven used It as one of the themes of his 
“Battle Symphony.” 

It bas been for more than a century 
ove of the most popular. street songs in 
Europe. And there is probably not 
ten-year-old boy or girl In America who 
Goes not know the tune. < 

The french words, beginning “Mal- 
brook s’en va-t-en gverre,” were invent 

by some forgotten French soldier 
Guring the war of the Spanish succes- 
Sion. They deucribe the supposed death 
and funeral of the Duke of Maribor 
ough, which death. in the words of 
Father Prout, “did not then take place, 
by some mistake,” since “the subject of 
the pathetic elegy was at the time of its 
Composition, both alive and kicking all 
defore him.” S

France when Marie Antoinette caught 
tt op from the peasant nurse abe bad 
employed for ber baby; thereupon it 
spread rapidly, as songs do in france.

Col. Matheson was born in Perth. 
Ont., in Dec. 8, 1842, and was a son of 
the late Hon. ‘and Mrs. Roderick 
Matheson. His father was a Senator 
for a number of years. Col. Matheson 
was educated at Upper Canada Col- 
‘lege and Trinity University, Toronto, 
from which:he graduated a bachelor 
of arts in 1865. Five years later he 
was called to ee bar and had for a 
number of joe 8 subsequent practiced 
law in Perth. He served several years 
in the council of Perth and in 1683 
he was elected mayor, which office he 
held for a lorg period. He was up to 
his death a member of the council of 
Trinity College. 

Col, Matheson came from a family 
of fighting stock, both mili ‘and 
politically. His father was lieutenant 
and paymaster in the Glengarry Light 
Infantry in the war of 18]2. The late 
Provincial . Treasurer, ‘hi took a 
firstclass certificate in the ‘military 
school and served in the Fenian Raid 
in 1866 on the St. Lawrence frontier. 
He wax gazetted a captain’ in 168, 
and major in 1885, and 1866, gr 
having eorprt with corpse f 
service in the Northwest Rebellion, 
he was promoted to lieutenant-colonel, 
commanding the 42nd Regiment until 
1898. Two years later he was appoint- 
rat the yolunteer militia. 

He ‘was a staunch Conservative and 
was never defeated in an election. He 
was returned to Parliament five times 
asa renressniative, of South Lanark. 
During the years of Opposition of the 
Conservative party-he was one of the 
keenest debaters on their side of the 
Houze, paxticniesy in| matters of fin- 
ance, to which He showed -s specia: 
aptitude. He was.s well-known public 
man throughout the province, and ap- 

ared on variousiplatiorms in aid of 

ia Conservative; colleagues. -When 
the party, under the control of Sir 
James Whitney, came into power in 
1905, he whs taken into the Cabinet 
and given:the portfolio of Treasurer. 

He never married, but lived with 
two sisters and a brother in the town 
of Perth ‘until papedntes Provincial 
Treasurer, and th 
in Queen’s Hotel. He made fre- 
quent. visits to his constituency. He 
Was very. popular‘on' both sides of the 
‘House and a° man’ of. exceptionally 
‘good qualities. He was quiet and un- 
assuming, gentleman, of the old 
school, and no one could ere been 
tore courteous and kindly.

That is to say, the various prismatic 
colors. instead of being thrown out 
separately, as Io the ordinary priam, 
are thrown one on the top of the otber, 
and the lNgbt-ta thrown by the sun. as 
it were, on a sheet of ralo.
